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REMARKS 



Applicants have canceled claims 7-20, without prejudice. Claims 5 and 6 have 
been amended. Claims 1-6 are pending in the application. 

Claim 5 has been amended to further define the invention by specifically reciting 
the surfactant types that may be used in the present invention. Support for this amendment 
can be found in the specification, inter alia, at page 11, lines 15-23. 

Claim 6 has been amended to correct a clerical error where the functionalities listed 
at the end of claim 6 inadvertently referred to both homo and copolymers of 
polydimethylsiloxane. Since by definition a homopolymer is made of only one type of 
monomer, one of ordinary skill in the art would understand that the list of functionalities at 
the end of claim 6 was only meant to apply to copolymers of polydimethylsiloxane. 

The specification has been amended to point out that the instant application is a 
divisional of U.S. Application Number 09/518,071, filed on March 2, 2000, which status is
